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Foreword. 


THE aim of this book is to embody, for private and 
public devotions, the spirit of generous and, under- 
standing comprehension known to exist in Free 
Churches likely to adopt a book of common prayer. 
These churches, however hampered by the harsher 
features of their history, have some signal advantages 
in the preparation of such a book. 

In accordance with their principles of liberty they 
are under no legal necessity to submit their orders of 
worship to the approval of Parliament or of any secular 
authority. Nor are they under ecclesiastical obligation 
to make their worship conform with any unalterable 
type of theology, rite, or ceremony. Their modes of 
thought and worship are open to continuous reforma- 
tion and enrichment suggested by the needs of a 
progressive human life, by the growing and deepening 
experience of communion with God, and by the 
perpetual guidance of his holy Spirit. There is thus 
no absolute finality as to the degree or kind of Catholic 
ot Protestant usage which they may see fit to adopt as 
the most vitally and fruitfully Christian. 

One popular error may here be refuted. The 
Continental and British struggles of the Protestant 
Reformation, and the heroic labours and sufferings of 
the seventeenth century and afterwards of the glorious 
evangelical movement, did not begin or fulfil the 
history of the Free Churches of this and other countries. 
Ecclesiastically, their life, in some of its most dis- 
tinctive characteristics, derives directly from the New 
Testament, and the earlier practices of the one Catholic 
Chutch. Devotionally, their life is coeval with the 
Christian Faith, and their roots are the same primary 
roots that feed the life of every Christian communion, 
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ancient ot modern, throughout the world. They can 
repeat to-day what the holy and learned Richard Baxter 
wrote in 1659, “ We still profess before men and angels 
that we own no religion but the Christian religion, 
not any church but the Christian Church, nor dream 
of any Catholic Church but one, containing all the 
true Christians in the world, united in Jesus Christ 
as the head.” 

They are thus actively encouraged by their past as 
by their present to combine spontaneity of expression 
with the precious things of ancient tradition which 
have abundantly proved their fitness to survive and 
their vital power to perpetuate themselves into an 
indefinite future. In the measure in which Free 
Churchmen are wise householders they unite the most 
enterprising freedom of experiment with the finest 
achievements of age-long practice, and bring forth 
of their treasure things new and old. 


This Free Church Book of Common Prayer enters 
into no competition with the Church of England 
Book of Common Prayer, and invites no comparison 
with it. A great part of whatever is excellent in this 
work is taken from that source, even as that source 
itself springs mainly from much earlier and deeper 
Eastern and Western sources familiar to all litur- 
giologists, Yet it remains the peculiar and unfading 
glory of the Church of England to have given the 
Christian world through incomparable translations, 
adaptations, and original contributions like those of 
Cranmer and Reynolds, fresh and copious waters from 
the well of English undefiled. 

But the compilers of this work have drawn from 
sources beyond these—from sources which hitherto 
have never been used for this purpose. They have also 
included considerable original material written specially 
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for this book. Moreover, well-known Free Church 
prayer-books, chiefly the late Dr. John Hunter’s 
Devotional Services, Dt. W. E. Orchard’s Divine Service, 
and the old English Presbyterian Common Prayer for 
Christian Worship, have provided rich contributions. 
The net has been cast over a yet wider compass ; and, 
as will be seen on consulting the indexes of sources 
and acknowledgments, the compilers have not hesitated 
to beckon to their partners in many other boats to 
come and help them. 


To attain the greatest possible breadth of com- 
prehension and express the primal sympathies and 
affinities of all world-religions, one Order of Worship 
—the Fourth—has been boldly designed so that it may 
be used by non-Christian as well as by Christian 
Theists. This order, containing adaptations from some 
of the noblest prayers of the Jewish liturgy, could 
be used in such worship as took place in the “ Parliament 
of Religions ” in 1893. Normally, of course, it will be 
a fully Christian service, with Christian hymns, New 
Testament lesson, Christian collects, prayers, and 
sermon. But occasions may easily arise, indeed, have 
often arisen, in the mission field, if not at home, when 
this Order as it stands could be followed in a United 
Service for Theists gathered from more than one world- 
teligion. In such a service Christians surely could join 
without a trace of disloyalty to their own communion 
or to that Word of life and Light of the world, who 
said, ‘‘ He that is not against us is for us ”’ (Mark ix, 4o). 


In accordance with the early usage that lasted for 
many centuries, no formal or official creed is included 
in any of the Orders of Worship. But the Nicene and 
. Apostles’ Creeds, as well as the Ten Commandments, 
ate printed in the Appendix, and can therefore be

introduced if desired. The reasons that prevailed 
with the compilers in taking this course are over- 
whelming, but too many to be set forth here. But the 
following remarkable passage in a work upon the Mass 
by a Roman Catholic scholar, the late Adrian Fortescue, 
should suffice for conclusive justification : 


In every case the creed is a late addition. The old use 
of creeds is not at the holy Eucharist; they began as pro- 
fessions of faith made before baptism... It is also a very naive 
mistake to think that all Christendom ever agreed in 
recognizing one, ot two, or three creeds as final, authoritative 
and quasi-inspired documents. A creed is simply a statement 
of certain chief points of the faith, drawn up by some council, 
bishop, or even private person, for use at baptism or (later) 
other function. There have been scores of creeds made by 
all kinds of people ; their authority is just that of the people 
who made and use them. No creed contains the whole 
faith, from any point of view. No creed even ptetends to 
be inspited; none is a final standard in itself, but must 
tather be measured by its conformity to another standard, 
like any other ecclesiastical document. To appeal to “ the 
creeds ” is almost as futile as to appeal to introits or collects. 
(The Mass, By Adrian Fortescue. The Westminster Library 
Series of Manuals for Catholic Priests and Students. 
Longmans, Green and Co. Pp. 285-6.) 


The First and Sixth Orders of Worship are, with 
very slight modifications, the Morning and Evening 
Prayer of the Church of England. Their use in the 
Free Churches will enrich their worship and promote, 
through experience of a common devotion, the spirit 
of reunion and thus hasten the coming of a united 
Church at home as well as, for example, in South India 
and the wider mission field. 


It will be observed that provision has been made for 
shortening these services by leaving out the regular 
Exhortation, General Confession, and Absolution, 
and by substituting therefor a Silent Prayer and then 
beginning the service, as in the Matins and Evensong 
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of the 1549 Prayer Book and in the Evening Prayer of 
the 1552 Prayer Book, with the Lord’s Prayer. 

The Gloria Patri before the first Canticle is omitted, 
as it will be sung at the close of the Canticle, and/again 
after every Psalm. In Prime and Compline it has been 
kept in its traditional place. 

The Te Deum is not prescribed for the First or for 
any one Order of Worship. It is printed as the first 
of the Canticles at the end of the Psalter, and may, 
therefore, be said or sung in any service as desired. 

The Apostles’ Creed, for reasons already indicated, 
appears in the Appendix. 

The Lord’s Prayer, after the Kyrie E/eison, though not 
necessarily at any time or place a “ vain repetition,” 
is left out, as it would be said again for the third time 
in the same service when the General Litany is used. 

The position of the Anthem in the Anglican service 
has always been a matter of some difficulty and of 
varying usage. Originally this service closed with the 
third collect, and no anthem or hymn was permitted 
to interrupt the prayers. In 1559, however, a royal 
injunction declared that “for the comforting of such 
as delight in musick it may be permitted, that in the 
beginning or at the end of the Common Prayer, either 
at morning or evening, there may be sung a hymn or 
such-like song to the praise of Almighty God, in the 
best sort of melody and musick that may be con- 
veniently devised.” But quite apart from historical 
and liturgical reasons, and on grounds of mere 
practical convenience and consistency, the Anthem in all 
the Orders of Worship in this book is placed im- 
mediately before the Prayers, and thus uniformly 
closes the main musical section of every service. 


The Psalter appears here in the Authorized Bible 
version, “ the noblest example of the English tongue,” 
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and the supreme English classic for all time. It is 
printed in full, but has been so arranged that worshippers 
shall not be called upon to say or sing every verse of 
it. It is specially pointed for chanting in speech- 
rhythm according to the modern method which is 
described in its Introduction and which is approved 
by the best contemporary Church musicians. 


The compilers wish to make it quite clear that 
this Book of Common Prayer has no official authority 
or sanction. There is, indeed, no organization com- 
petent to give it any imprimatur. No denomination or 
assembly of denominations can be held responsible 
for its publication or burdened with its defects. 


This work has been a prolonged labour of love to 
which many people have contributed in ways that 
cannot fully be acknowledged. Nor will they need to 
be assured that their great help has been received with 
the profoundest gratitude. Private donors, who, like 
the compilers, desire to remain anonymous, have 
contributed a sum of between four and five hundred 
pounds towards the heavy cost of publication. One 
who would have rejoiced to see this book, and who 
eagerly followed its preparation, died more than a year 
before its publication. 


Now that the task is accomplished this Free Church 
Book of Common Prayer is humbly presented at the 
Altar of God with the prayer that he, forgiving its 
unworthiness to declare his glory, may graciously bless 
its use. It is here dedicated to all everywhere who love 


out Saviour Jesus Christ, and who seek to sanctify 
him in their hearts as Lord.

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THE subject of copyright in prayers raises many 
perplexing difficulties. The general principle will 
probably be accepted that there is something unseemly, 
if not indeed sacrilegious, in making merchandize 
of the devotions of the Church, and of the utterances 
of the individual heart in communion with God. Yet 
books cannot be published without cost, and the printer, 
whether he print a book of prayers or a volume of 
poems, is worthy of his hire. Nor is it just that the 
skilled and laborious researches of editors of Service 
Books or of anthologies of prayers should be un- 
remunerated, and unprotected from wrongful use. 


The compilers of this book have steered a middle 
coutse. They wish to safeguard the integrity of their 
work as a publication and to prevent its identity 
being destroyed through wholesale appropriation of 
its contents. They, therefore, require that application 
shall formally be made for leave to use whatever in 
it is their copyright. At the same time they desire to 
make it known that in no circumstances will leave be 
granted or withheld on the ground of the payment 
ot non-payment of copyright fees. When leave is 
given to bona fide applicants, no copyright fee will 
be demanded or accepted. When leave is withheld, 
it will be withheld because the compilers have some 
reasonable objection, such as that they cannot approve 
the purpose for which leave is required. They them- 
selves have not in a single instance paid even a nominal 
fee. Publishers and authors have shown extraordinary 
generosity and sympathy. This liberality of mind may be 
exemplified by the Rev. L. S. Hunter, who promptly 
consented to the use of litanies and prayers from his 
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father’s book, Devotional Services, and wrote, “ Very 
gladly do I say ‘ Yes’ to your request. Prayers are 
to the glory of God.” 


Dr. Orchard similarly gave unrestricted leave to 
use anything in the Divine Service, in which he held the 
copytight, and added that he offered no objection to 
adaptations and alterations being made.

“Tam genuinely thankful that my book should have 
found acceptance in quarters where such acceptance 
was perhaps not altogether to be expected: and I shall 
be still more thankful if it helps in the humblest degree 
to lessen ‘our unhappy divisions’ by fostering a 
common feeling in matters of devotion.” The prayers 
which appear in his book and which are used in this 
Free Church Book of Common Prayer have, however, 
been re-translated by the compilers from the original 
sources, after comparison with other English trans- 
lations—e.g. those of the Alcuin Tract Society. 

Mr. John Murray wrote with most generous courtesy 
respecting Miss Fox’s Chain of Prayer across the Ages. 
Although it is believed that no prayer has been directly 
drawn from this admirable anthology, it has proved 
of great help in sending the compilers to sources 
that might easily have been missed. 


These acknowledgments must be allowed to include 
a cordial word of thanks to the Church Assembly and 
the tepresentatives of their Copyright Committee 
for their great friendliness in correspondence over the 
compilers’ efforts to avoid infringing any rights in 
the Deposited Prayer Book of 1928. A proof copy of 
the Free Church Book of Common Prayer’ was sub- 
mitted, and kindly examined. It is believed that it 
contains nothing directly borrowed from the Deposited 
Book, though that book has proved fertile in suggesting 
some details in this work. In spite of the most 
meticulous care taken not to transgress any existing 
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legal tights in any publication, the compilers can 
hardly hope to have entirely escaped some inadvertent 
offences. They hete anticipate them, and offer their 
apologies for any transgressions, and beg the pardon 
of any publisher or author who may feel injured. 
If any lapses have occurred and are pointed out, they 
undertake to remove all cause of grievance from a 
second edition. 


These acknowledgments must go beyond the use of 
strictly copyright material. Many books which have 
greatly contributed to this work are now out of copy- 
right. Among these the compilers are chiefly indebted 
to the Parker Society’s publications; The Book of 
Common Prayer; Common Prayer for Christian Worship ; 
Bright’s Ancient Collects; Neale and Littledale’s 
Primitiwe Liturgies. 

The Rev. Dr. Fred J. Powicke supplied sources 
of prayers by Benjamin Whichcote and John Norris. 

Professor E. A. Sonnenschein was good enough 
to help in translating some of the Latin originals. 

Professor F. P. Wilson, of Leeds University, kindly 
consented to the use of adaptations from his scholarly 
edition of Dekker’s Foure Birds of Noah's Arke 
(Shakespeare Head Press). 

The deepest debt is due to Miss Pauline Taylor, 
B.Mus., Lecturer under the National Council of Music 
for Wales, for specially editing the entire Psalter and 
the Canticles for this work, and for much other 
general help in its preparation. 

Sit Walford Davies’s note of commendation and of 
tribute to the excellence of this part of the work is 
most gratefully appreciated. 


A word of warning is necessary. In the Index to 
first lines and authors the attribution of authorship 
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must not be taken as a guarantee that the original text 
of the prayers has always been exactly followed. In 
some instances, for various reasons, the fact that a 
prayer has been adapted is stated in the Index; but 
in many instances abbreviations and adaptations have 
been made without any indication being given. This 
applies especially, but by no means exclusively, to the 
prayers of Jeremy Taylor. Coleridge’s just tribute 
to his “ great and lovely mind” cannot remove the 
fact that many of his prayers gain much by severe 
pruning. Anyone who wishes to make quotations from 
this Free Church Book of Common Prayer will be wise 
to ask the compilers for exact references. It should’ 
further be explained that Scripture sentences have been 
taken from the Authorized Version and from the 
Revised Version according to the compilers’ judgment 
of the better rendering for their purpose. In one 
instance, in the Burial Service, they have made their 
own translation. 


This statement cannot close without sincere and 
warm thanks being offered to The Birmingham Printers, 
Lid., for their great skill and patient vigilance in work 
of unusual typographical difficulty.

‘Tuts Edition is a reprint of the First Edition with a 
few needed revisions and corrections. 

The compilers thankfully rejoice at the cordial 
reception given to this work. They welcome the 
unexpectedly rapid exhaustion of the first issue as 
evidence of at least a general approval of their 
labours, and as a sign of a growing desire among 
Free Churchmen for the improvement of public 
worship and for the deepening of private devotion. 

Freshness and spontaneity of religious expression, 
so rightly cherished by them, will, it is believed, 
be helped, not hindered, by the use of the extremely 
varied and elastic services of this book. Certainly 
it is intended not to discourage extemporaneous 
utterance, but to supplement it, and to give freedom, 
sincerity, and dignity to the observances of religion.

§ The Chtistian Church is in general agreement that Baptism 
is valid by whomsoever duly administered. On occasion of 
extreme urgency a person may be baptized in private, in any 
place, by anyone who, intending to do what the Church does, 
shall use the words : 

I BAPTIZE THEE IN THE NAME OF THE FATHER, 
AND OF THE SON, AND OF THE HOLY GHOST. 
AMEN. 

And who shall at the same time pour water upon, or immerse 
in water, the person-to be baptized. 

§ It is important that, whenevet possible, the tite shall be 
performed by a Minister, on Sundays or other Holy-days, 
in the church, at a time when a congregation is present to be 
witnesses of, and participants in, the reception of the baptized 
into the fellowship of the Holy Catholic Church, and to be 
themselves put in mind of their own Christian profession 
and vows which they shall then inwardly and silently renew 
before God.

§ I€ doubt shall arise whether a person has been already validly 
baptized, the following words shall be used : 

IF THOU ART NOT ALREADY BAPTIZED, I BAPTIZE 
THEE IN THE NAME OF THE FATHER, AND OF THE 
SON, AND OF THE HOLY GHOST. AMEN. 

§ A Hymn may be sung, and afterwards the parents and god- 
parents with the child being gathered at the Font, the Minister 
may say the following sentences ; all standing :

§ The persons to be married shall stand together, the man on the 
tight hand, and the woman on the left. Then the Minister 
shall say : 


EARLY beloved, we are gathered together here 

in the sight of God, and in the face of this con- 
gregation, to join together this man and this woman 
in Holy Matrimony, which is an honourable estate, 
instituted of God, adorned and beautified with the 
presence of Christ at the marriage feast in Cana of 
Galilee, and is commended in the Scriptures to be 
honourable among all men; and therefore is not by 
any to be enterprised, nor taken in hand, unadvisedly, 
lightly, or wantonly; but treverently, discreetly, 
advisedly, soberly, and in the fear of God; duly 
considering the causes for which Matrimony was 
ordained. First, it was ordained in order that children 
might be begotten and brought up in the fear and 
nurture of the Lord, and to the praise of his holy Name. 
Secondly, it was ordained in order that natural instincts 
should be hallowed and controlled, and that all they 
who enter into this holy estate should live therein in 
purity and honour. Thirdly, it was ordained for the 
mutual society, help, and comfort that the one ought 
to have of the other, both in prosperity and adversity. 
Into which holy estate these two persons come now to 
be joined. ‘Therefore if any man can shew any just 
cause why they may not lawfully be joined together, 
let him now speak, or else hereafter for ever hold his 
peace. 
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§ And also, speaking unto the persons that shall be married, he 
shall say : 


I require and charge you both, as ye will answer 
unto almighty God, before whom the secrets of 
all hearts are disclosed, that if either of you know any 
impediment why ye may not lawfully be joined together 
in Matrimony, ye do now confess it. 


§ If no impediment be alleged, then shall the man make the 
following declaration, repeating it after the Minister : 


I do solemnly declare that I know not of any lawful 
impediment why I (stating Christian and Surname) may 
not be joined in Matrimony to (stating the woman's 
Christian and Surname). 


@ Then shall the Minister say to the man: » 


Wilt thou have this woman to thy wedded wife 
to live together after God’s ordinance in the holy 
estate of Matrimony? Wilt thou love her, comfort 
her, honour, and keep her in sickness and in health ; 
and, forsaking all other, keep thee only unto her, so 
long as ye both shall live P 


@ The man shall answer : 


IT wiil. 


§ In like manner the woman shall make the following declaration, 
repeating it after the Minister : 


I do solemnly declare that I know not of any lawful 
impediment why I (stating Christian and Surname) may 
not be joined in Matrimony to (stating the man’s Christian 
and Surname). 


§ Then shall the Minister say to the woman: 
Wilt thou have this man to thy wedded husband, 
to live together after God’s ordinance in the holy 
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estate of Matrimony? Wilt thou love him, comfort 
him, honour and keep him in sickness and in health ; 
and, forsaking all other, keep thee only unto him, so 
long as ye both shall live ? 


§ The woman shall answer 
I will. 
§ Then shall the Minister say : 


Who giveth this woman to be married to this man ? 


§ Then shall they give their troth to each other in this manner. 
The Minister receiving the woman at her father’s or friend’s 
hands, shall cause the man with his right hand to take the 
woman by her tight hand, and to say after him as followeth : 


I call upon these persons here present to witness 
that I (stating Christian and Surname) do take thee 
(stating Christian and Surname) to my lawful wedded 
wife, to have and to hold, from this day forward, 
for better for worse, for richer for poorer, in sickness 
and in health, to love and to cherish, till death us do 
part, according to God’s holy ordinance ; and thereto 
I plight thee my troth. 


§ Then shall they loose their hands: and the woman, with her 
right hand taking the man by his right hand, shall likewise 
say after the Minister : 


I call upon these persons here present to witness 
that I (stating Christian and Surname) do take thee 
(stating Christian and Surname) to my lawful wedded 
husband, to have and to hold, from this day forward, 
for better for worse, for richer for poorer, in 
sickness and in health, to love and to cherish, till death 
us do part, according to God’s holy ordinances; and 
thereto I plight thee my troth. 
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§ Then shall they again loose their hands: and the man shall 
give unto the woman a ring, laying the same upon the book. 
And the Minister taking the ring, shall deliver it unto the man, 
to put it upon the fourth finger of the woman’s left hand. Then 
the man holding the ring there shall say: 


With this ring I thee wed; with my body I thee 
honour ; and with my whole mind I make covenant 
with thee this day, in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 


§ The same may be done by the woman with another tring given 
by her to the man. 


§ Then shall they both kneel, but the Minister and people shall 
remain standing. Then shall the Minister say : 


ETERNAL God, Creator and Preserver of all 

mankind, Giver of all spiritual grace, the Author 
of everlasting life; send thy blessing upon these thy 
servants, this man and this woman, whom we bless 
in thy Name, that they may faithfully live together, 
and surely perform and keep the vow and covenant 
betwixt them made, whereof the ring, given and received, 
is a token and pledge, and may ever remain in perfect 
love and peace together, and live according to thy laws ; 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 


§ Then they shall stand, and the Minister, having joined their 
right hands together, shall say : 


Those whom God hath joined together, let no man 
put asunder. 


§ Then shall the Minister speak unto the people : 


Forasmuch as this man and this woman have 
consented together in holy wedlock, and have witnessed 
the same before God and this company, and thereto 
have given and pledged their troth either to other, and 
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have declared the same by giving and receiving of a 
ring, and by joining of hands ; I pronounce that they 
be man and wife together, in the Name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 


§ Then the Minister shall add this Blessing. 


pele God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ 
bless and preserve you, and, through his Son, and 
by his holy Spirit, keep you: the Lord mercifully 
with his favour look upon you; and so fill you with 
all spiritual benediction and grace, that ye may so live 
together in this life, that in the world to come ye may 
have everlasting life. Amen. 


§ Then the Minister, followed by the man and the woman, shall 
go to the Altar, and one of the Psalms following may be said 
or sung: 


Beati omnes, Ps. cxxviii (p. 501), or 

Deus misereatur, Ps. Ixvii (p. 411). 
§ After this, the following, or some other suitable portion of the 
Scriptutes, may be read : 
Love suffereth long, and is kind; love envieth 
not; love vaunteth not itself, is not puffed up, doth 
not behave itself unseemly, seeketh not its own, is 
not provoked, taketh not account of evil; rejoiceth 
not in unrighteousness, but rejoiceth with the truth ;

§ Here the Minister may give an Address; and thereupon a 
Hymn may be sung, and then, all kneeling, the Minister shall say :

If there is a natural body, 
there is also a spiritual body. Howbeit that is not first 
which is spiritual, but that which is natural; then that 
which is spiritual. And as we have borne the image of 
the earthy, we shall also bear the image of the heavenly. 
Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood cannot 
inherit the kingdom of God. For this corruptible must 
put on incorruption, and this mortal must put on 
immortality. Then shall come to pass the saying that 
is written, Death is swallowed up in victory. O death, 
where is thy victory? O death, where is thy sting ? 
Thanks be to God, which giveth us the victory through 
out Lord Jesus Christ. Wherefore, my beloved 
brethren, be ye stedfast, unmoveable, always abounding 
in the work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that 
your labour is not vain in the Lord.

Church, ate here printed, not necessarily for recitation, but for 
ready reference to ancient standards of abiding faith and morals.

This is, I believe, the first complete edition 
of the Psalms in the Authorized Bible Version, 
pointed for the use of such Free Church choirs 
as desire to chant them to Anglican chants 
in accordance with the natural speech-rhythms 
of each verse. 


I have noted with admiration the reverent 
and practical mind with which the work has 
been done, and feel sure that the very simple 
system of signs and marks adopted has been 
used in such a way as to make the task of 
choirs lighter and more delightful.

Introduction. 


The psalms and canticles are here pointed according 
to a new method, and the varied rhythms of the verses 
have been carefully followed. ” 

The Anglican chant must be used with an elasticity 
which was unknown in the old method of singing 
to ensure that the rhythm of the words with their 
natural accentuation is preserved. 

The form of the Anglican chant may be expressed 
thus :

By the old method the words were frequently 
distorted, either (a) by unnatural hurrying and crowding 
of the syllables on the rect¢ing-note, or (b) by dragging 
and stretching them during the zuflected portion. 

The notes had fixed time-values, and to these the 
rhythm of the words had to submit. In the new 
method the notes have vo fixed time-values—they are 
as long or short as the words require. 

To be freed from the old and become accustomed 
to the new method, the following scheme of practice 
is recommended : 

(1) The choir and congregation should read each 
verse slowly and clearly before singing. 

(2) Half the people should then intone the verse 
on one note or on a major chord, while the other half 
speak the words very slowly ; in doing so, singing and 
speaking should exactly coincide. This will more 
easily be achieved if those who sing memorize a verse 
and watch the lips of those who speak. 
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Introduction. 


(3) Sides should then be reversed and the process 
repeated. 

(4) Next, a simple chant, in which the notes move up 
ot down by step, should be chosen, and the plan of 
sides singing and speaking together should be gone 
through again. 

(5) Finally, all should sing the words to the chant. 
Care should be taken that there is no haste or lack of 
reverence in the singing, but it must be alive and 
unanimous, and as clear and natural as speech. 

If this scheme of practice is adopted, the seeming 
difficulties of a flexible method of chanting will dis- 
appear; the singing of the psalms with their infinite 
rhythmic variety will no longer be monotonous, but 
an increasing source of joy and inspiration. 

As far as possible the chanting should be unaccom- 
panied. The organ hinders rather than helps rhythmic 
freedom unless used very discreetly. 


EXPLANATION OF THE SIGNS. 


(1) A bar-line in the text corresponds to a bar-line 
in a chant. 

Where thete is a whole bar-line, natural emphasis 
should be given to the syllable which follows. In the 
case of a half-bar line little or no emphasis should be 
given to the syllable which follows. 

(2) A dot under a vowel means that that syllable is 
to be short. 

(3) A dot between words or syllables occurs when 
more than two syllables have to be sung to the two 
minims in the bars of the inflected portion. 

The syllables to the left of the dot must be sung 
to the first minim, the syllables to the right of the dot 
must be sung to the second minim. This dot between 
words or syllables merely allots syllables to notes, and 
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Introduction. 


has nothing to do with the time-values of the syllables. 
The natural speech-rhythm must determine these. 

(4) The spacing of the letters of a word indicates 
that it should be deliberately dwelt on. 

(5) An accent over a syllable means that it must 
be given emphasis, but not dwelt on. 

(6) A verse preceded by an obelus (}) must be carried 
through as one phrase ; and no pause should therefore 
be made at the colon which divides the verse. 

(7) An asterisk (*) before a verse shows that it 
must be sung to the second half of the chant when a 
double chant is used. If the words “ Single Chant” 
appear at the beginning of a psalm a double chant 
should not be used; in other cases a single or double 
chant may be used according to choice. 

(8) Where two verses ate braced ({) they ate to 
be sung as one verse. Certain verses, on the other hand, 
have been divided into two owing to their length. 
When the psalms are said, the verses should be spoken 
by Minister and people alternately. The braced and 
divided verses should be observed as when sung. 

An endeavour to observe the strophic character of 
the original Hebrew poetry has been made by dividing 
the psalms into paragraphs. Verses which seem out of 
harmony with the spirit of Christian worship, or which 
for the sake of brevity seem better omitted, have been 
italicized and enclosed in brackets. 

Thanks are here given to the S.P.C.K. for their 
ready permission to borrow the above signs from their 
Church of England Version of the psalms, entitled, 
The Psalter Newly Pointed. Choirmasters and others 
who desire fuller directions for chanting in speech- 
rhythm with musical illustrations are referred to the 
foreword of that book.

13 Thy way, O God, is 'in the | sanctuaty : who is 
so great a| God as | our | God ? 

14 Thou art the God that | doest | wonders : thou 
hast declared thy | strength a|mong the | people. 

15 Thou hast with thine arm re|deemed thy | people : 
the | sons of | Jacob - and | Joseph. 

16 The waters saw thee, O God, the waters saw 
thee ;| they: were alfraid : the depths | also! were | 
troubled. 

17 The clouds poured out water; the skies | sent 
out:a|sound : thine drrows ! also | went a|broad. 

18 The voice of thy thunder was in the heaven ; 
the lightnings | lightened - the | world : the earth | 
trembled ! and | shook. 

19 Thy way is in the sea, and thy path in the | great | 
waters : and thy | footsteps | are not | known. 

20 Thou leddest thy péople ! like a | flock : by the | 
hand of | Moses - and | Aaron.

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5 For he established a testimony in Jacob, and 
appointed a law in Israel, which he com|manded - out | 
fathers : that they should| make them | known: to 
their | children ; 

6 That the generation to come might know them, 
even the children which | should be | born : who should 
arise and de|clare them! to their | children ; 

7 That they might set their hope in God, and not 
forget the | works of | God : but | keep his ! com-| 
mandments ; 

8 And might not be as their fathers, a stubborn and 
rebellious ! generlation : a generation that set not their 
heart aright, and whose spirit was not | stedfast ! with | 
God. 


9 The children of Ephraim, being armed, and | 
carry-ing | bows : turned | back - in the | day of | battle. 

10 They kept not the | covenant: of |God : and 
re|fused to | walk in - his | law ; 

11 And for|gat his | works : and his | wondets - 
that 'he had | shewed them. 

12 Marvellous things did he in the | sight of - their | 
fathers : in the land of Egypt,! in the | field of | Zoan. 

13 He divided the sea, and | caused them to : pass | 
through : and he made the | waters - to | stand - as 
an | heap. 

14 In the daytime also he léd them ! with a | cloud : 
and all the | night - with a | light of | fire. 

15 He clave the | rocks: in the | wilderness : and 
gave them drink as | out of - the ! great | depths. 

16 He brought streams also | out of - the | rock : 
and caused waters ! to run | down like | rivers. 


[17 And they sinned yet more against him by provoking 
the most High in the wilderness. 
18 And they tempted God in their heart by asking meat 
for their lust. 
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19 Yea, they spake against God; they said, Can God 
furnish a table in the wilderness ? 

20 Behold, he smote the rock, that the waters gushed out, 
and the streams overflowed; can he give bread also? can 
he provide flesh for his people ? 

21 Therefore the Lord heard this, and was wroth: so 
a fire was kindled against Jacob, and anger also came up 
against Israel ; 

22 Because they believed not in God, and trusted not in 
his salvation : 

23 Though he had commanded the clouds from above, 
and opened the doors of heaven, 

24 And had rained down manna upon them to eat, and 
had given them of the corn of heaven. 

25 Man did eat angels’ food: he sent them meat to 
the full. 

26 He caused an east wind to blow in the heaven: and 
by his power he brought in the south wind. 

27 He rained flesh also upon them as dust, and feathered 
fowls like as the sand of the sea: 

28 And he let it fall in the midst of their camp, round 
about their habitations. 

' 29 So they did eat, and were well filled: for he gave them 
their own desire ; 

30 They were not estranged from their lust. But while 
their meat was yet in their mouths, 

31 The wrath of God came upon them, and slew the 
fattest of them, and smote down the chosen men of Israel.] 


32 For all this they | sin-ned | still : and believed not! 
for his | wondrous | works. ; 

33 Therefore their days did he con|sume in | vanity : 
and ! their | years in | trouble. 

34 When he slew them, ! then they | sought him : 
and they returned and enquited | early | after | God. 
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35 And they remembered that | God was: their | 
rock : and the high | God | their re|deemer. 

36 Nevertheless they did flatter him ! with their | 
mouth : and © they |lied-unto|him with - their | 
tongues. 

37 For theit | heart was: not|right with him : 
neither were they | stedfast ! in his | covenant. 

38 But he, being full of compassion, forgave their 
iniquity, !and de|stroyed them not : yea, many a time 
turned he his anger away, and did not | stir up | all his| 
wrath. 

39 For he remémbered that they | were but | flesh : 
a wind that passeth away, and | cometh ! not algain. 


40 How oft did they provoke him ! in the | wilderness: 
and | grieve him ! in the | desert ! 

41 Yea, they turned back and |tempted|God : 
and limited the | Holy ! One of | Israel. 

42 They remembered ! not his | hand : nor the day 
when he dellivered - them ! from the | enemy. 

43 How he had wrought his | signs in| Egypt : 
and his wonders ! in the | field of | Zoan ; 

[44 And had turned their rivers into blood; and their 
floods, that they could not drink. 

45 He sent divers sorts of flies among them, which 
devoured them ; and frogs, which destroyed them. 

46 He gave also their increase unto the caterpiller, and 
their labour unto the locust. 

47 He destroyed their vines with hail, and their sycamore 
trees with frost. 

48 He gave up their cattle also to the hail, and their 
flocks to hot thunderbolts. 

49 He cast upon them the fierceness of his anger, wrath, 
and indignation, and trouble, by sending evil angels among them. 

jo He made a way to his anger; he spared not their 
soul from death, but gave their life over to the pestilence ; 
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51 And smote all the firstborn in Egypt; the chief 
of their strength in the tabernacles of Ham ;} 

52 But made his own people to go | forth like | sheep: 

‘and guided them in the | wilder-ness ! like a | flock. 

53 And he led them on safely, ! so that - they | feared 
not : but the | sea - over|whelmed - their | enemies. 

54 And he brought them to the bérder! of his | 
sanctuaty : even to this mountain, which | his right | 
hand had | purchased. 

55 He cast out the heathen also before them, and 
divided them an in|heritance - by | line : and made the 
tribes of | Israel - to | dwell in « their | tents. 


[56 Yet they tempted and provoked the most high God, 
and kept not his testimonies : 

57 But turned back, and dealt unfaithfully like their 
fathers : they were turned aside like a deceitful bow. 

58 For they provoked him to anger with their high places, 
and moved him to jealousy with their graven images. 

59 When God heard this, he was wroth, and greatly 
abhorred Israel: 

60 So that he forsook the tabernacle of Shiloh, the tent 
which he placed among men ; 

61 And delivered his strength into captivity, and his 
glory into the enemy's hand. 

62 He gave his people over also unto the sword; and 
was wroth with his inheritance. 

63 The fire consumed their young men ; and their maidens 
were not given to marriage. 

64 Their priests fell by the sword; and their widows 
made no lamentation. 


65 Then the Lord awaked as one out of sleep, and like 
a mighty man that shouteth by reason of wine. 

66 And he smote his enemies-in the hinder parts: he 
put them to a perpetual reproach. 
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67 Moreover he refused the tabernacle of Joseph, and 
chose not the tribe of Ephraim: 

68 But chose the tribe of Judah, the mount Zion which 
he loved.] 

69 And he built his sanctuary like | high | palaces : 
like the earth which | he - hath established - for | ever. 

7o He chose David ! also - his | servant : and | took 
him ! from the | sheepfolds ; 

71 From following the ewes great with young he 
brought him to feed | Jacob « his | people : and | Israel | 
his in|heritance. 

72 So he fed them according to the intégrity ! of his | 
heart : and guided them by the | skilful-ness ! of his | 
hands.

Tue words Ambrosian, Leonine, Gelasian, Gregorian, ate applied 
to liturgical compilations named after St. Ambrose and Popes 
Leo the Great, Gelasius I, and Gregory the Great. Gallican, 
Gothic, Mozarabic, Sarum, York, and others, refer to liturgical 
works whose origin or place of use is indicated by their names. 

Liturgical works are of many kinds ; Liturgies proper, Sacra- 
mentaries and Missals, Breviaries, Pontificals, Rituals or Manuals 
(e.g. Manuale Ambrosianum), Cetemonials (Caermoniale episcoporum), 
Martyrologies, etc., as well as excerpts taken from some of these, 
e.g. the Day Hours (Hore diurne), taken from the Roman 
Breviary. . 
i4The origins of ancient liturgical documents ate obscure and 
their dates, at best, conjectural. Neale and Littledale went so far 
as to say that “‘ it is quite as likely ” that the phrase in the Liturgy 
of St. Mark, translated “‘ may lead a quiet and peaceable life in 
all godliness and honesty ” may have been taken from the liturgy 
by the writer of 1 Tim. as that the liturgy took it from 1 Tim. 

Some liturgical compilations can conveniently be arranged in 
family groups and genealogical tables. They developed gradually 
under diverse, often reciprocal, influences, exerted over long 
tracts of time, from the very beginnings of more or less settled 
eucharistic custom, such as is mentioned in Justin Martyr’s 
Apology and in the Didache, down to the Middle Ages and on, 
that is to say, from the second century to the eleventh century 
Sarum use and the later York and Hereford uses. 

After the Protestant Reformation the various Primers and 
Books of Common Prayer of the Church of England continued 
to draw extensively—their collects almost exclusively—from 
these ancient soutces. 

There is, of course, no reason to think that liturgical evolution 
has ceased.
